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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the following communications: Amendment filed on 
10/28/2009. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 10/28/2009 has been entered. 

3. Claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 are the independent claims. Claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 are currently 
amended. Claim 21 has been further amended by Examiner's Amendment. Claims 4-6, 10, 15, 
and 17 - 19 have been cancelled. Claims 1 - 3, 7 - 9, 1 1, 13, 14, 16, 20, and 21 are Allowable. 

Examiner's Amendment 

4. An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Because the Examiner's 
Amendment is only to correct what is believed to be a typographical error, Applicant's approval 
was not requested. However, should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, 
an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

CLAIM 21. (Currently Amended) A method for enhancing a mouse cursor 
displayed on a computer display, the method comprising: 
- obtaining a current mouse cursor speed; 

determining whether the current mouse cursor speed exceeds a predetermined 

threshold, and if so: 

o generating a mouse path between an actual current mouse cursor location 
and an actual previous mouse cursor location; determining at least one 
additional mouse cursor location on the generated mouse path ; and 

o displaying, for each single frame and within each single frame, a mouse 
cursor image at each additional determined mouse cursor location on the 
generated mouse path, in addition to displaying a mouse cursor image at 
the actual current mouse cursor location and at the actual previous mouse 
cursor location, wherein the mouse cursor image displayed at each 
additional determined mouse cursor location on the generated mouse path 
between the actual current and the actual previous mouse cursor locations 
is an enhanced mouse cursor image on the computer display. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 - 3, 7 - 9, 11, 13, 14, 16, 20, and 21 are Allowable. 

Applicant's arguments pertaining to claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 in the Remarks filed on 
10/28/2009 have been fully reviewed and considered. 
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Applicant's arguments pertaining to the newly amended limitations of claims 1, 8, 14, 
and 21; when viewed in light of the previous language of the claims and of the prior art; have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. 

In particular, Applicant's arguments regarding particular methods claimed in independent 
claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 that pertain to displaying at least one additional mouse cursor image for 
each single frame and within each single frame have been found persuasive, and therefore upon 
further review, independent claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 when each viewed as a whole and in light of 
the prior art have been determined to be allowable. 

Independent claim 1 is directed to a method for enhancing a mouse cursor displayed on a 
computer display. 

Independent claim 8 is directed to a method for enhancing a mouse cursor displayed on a 
computer display employing a processor executing computer executable instructions stored on a 
computer readable storage medium. 

Independent claim 14 is directed to a method for enhancing a mouse cursor displayed on 
a computer display comprising obtaining mouse cursor information relating to the mouse cursor 
during the mouse cursor's update display cycle. 

Independent claim 2 1 is directed to a method for enhancing a mouse cursor displayed on 
a computer display, wherein the mouse cursor image displayed at each additional determined 
mouse cursor location on the generated mouse path between the actual current and the actual 
previous mouse cursor locations is an enhanced mouse cursor image on the computer display. 

Dependent claims 2, 3, 7, 9, 11, 13, 16, and 20 each depend from either claim 1, 8, 14, or 
21 and further limit the subject matter claimed in claims 1, 8, 14, and 21. 
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6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Specifically regarding claims 1, 8, 14, and 21; prior art of record fails to clearly teach or 
suggest the claimed limitations pertaining to: 

if a mouse cursor speed exceeds a predetermined threshold, displaying for each single 
frame and within each single frame at least one additional mouse cursor image, in addition to 
displaying a mouse cursor image at the actual previous and actual current mouse cursor 
locations 

Regarding particular art of record, Xuejiang Cheng (US 5,661,502) discloses if a mouse 
cursor speed exceeds a predetermined threshold, displaying at least one additional mouse cursor 
image, in addition to displaying a mouse cursor image at the actual previous and actual current 
mouse cursor locations. 

In addition, Kensuke (JP 05073257 A) discloses sizing an enhanced mouse cursor image 
as a function of the mouse cursor speed. 

In addition, Bay- Wei Chang ("Animation: From Cartoons to the User Interface" - IDS, 
9/28/2005) discloses generating a motion-blur effect for the mouse cursor according to the 
current mouse cursor speed along the generated mouse path. 

In addition, Marsh (US 5,621,434) discloses adjusting frame memory to erase an old 
mouse cursor image to replace with a new mouse cursor image. 

However; neither Xuejiang Cheng, Kensuke, Bay- Wei Chang, Marsh, nor any other art of 
record explicitly teaches or makes obvious the claimed limitations pertaining to: if a mouse 
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cursor speed exceeds a predetermined threshold, displaying for each single frame and within 
each single frame at least one additional mouse cursor image, in addition to displaying a mouse 
cursor image at the actual previous and actual current mouse cursor locations. 

Prior art fails to teach or make obvious all of the limitations of claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 
pertaining to: if a mouse cursor speed exceeds a predetermined threshold, displaying for each 
single frame and within each single frame at least one additional mouse cursor image, in 
addition to displaying a mouse cursor image at the actual previous and actual current mouse 
cursor locations. 

Therefore; claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 have been determined to be allowable. 
Dependent claims 1, 8, 14, and 21 further add limitations to the allowable subject matter 
of independent claims 1,8, 14, and 21 and thus are also allowable.
